Resolutions Are Then Taken up 
For Discussion in Committee 
of House

OTTAWA, May 19.—TDne vote on E, 
M. MacDonald's motion to give the 
six months’ hoist to the government's 
C.N.R. guarantee proposala came at 
11 o’clock last night, The motion was 
rejected on a @ivision of 111 to 64, a 
government majority of 47. Thefe 
were two Conservatives and one Lib- 
eral bolter, As anticipated, Bennett 
of Calgary, and Nickle of Kingston, 
voted for the amendment, while 
Chariton, Liberal member for Nort- 
folk, voted with the government ma- 
jority. After the announcement 6f 
the result on the amendment, ‘he 
resolution was declared carried by the 
same majority and consideration of 
the proposals was taken up in com- 
mittee, 

The vote was the biggest of any 
division of the session, the majority 
being two above the government 
normal majority at the present time, 
which stands at 45, with Speaker 
Sproule in the chair, and Jacquer 
Cartier, the late Hon, F, D. Moni’a 
constituency, vacant. 

Bennett Applaudca 

When Mr. Bennett rose to record 
his vote in favor of the Liberal 
amendment, he was loudly applauded 
by the opposition, as was also the 
member for Kingston. However, the 
government benches squared matters 
when Mr. Charlton stood up in favor 
of the proposal. 

J. A. M. Aitins (Brandon) was 
paired with J. G. Turriff, who is in 
the hospital in Montreal, but an- 
nounced that had he voted he would 
heave supported the government, His 
announcement was received with Lib- 
erai cries of “dh, oh,” and government 
cheers, 

‘The declatation of Mr. Chariton 
that he proposed to vote for the reso- 
lution came in the evening, and was 
not unexpected. He said the two 
leaders were practically agreed that 
something must be done for the C, 
N.R., and he thought the sooner it 
was the better, , 'y 

Might Lead to Govt, 

W. I. MacLean, who spoke during 
the afternoon, favored the government 
proposals, because -he believed that 
they inight ultimately lead to govern- 
ment ownership of the line. 

Dr. Neely (Humboldt), who closed 
the debate, gave the C.N.R. credit for 
doing much to deveiop his district, 
but opposed the resolutions because 
no provision is made for the construc- 
tion of branch lines with the proceeds 
of the guarantee, 

During the discussion in commit- 
tee, Mr. Carvell moved that the defin- 
ition of “contractors” be amended by 
adding the words, “Mackenzie and 
Mann,” his idea being to make them 
personally responsible, 

Put Their Own' Money in 

Mr. Borden gaid that the statement 
that Mackenzie and Mann had not 
put any money of their own in the 
road was inaccurwte, He had been 
informed that much of the work! 
capital of the road had been r 
by Mackenzie and Mann personaly. 

There was consideralbe crose-firing

Like all efforts of the 
kind, the task of keeping the fes- 
tival alive has not been without 
its difliculties, and a generous 
measure of public appreciation is 
due the devoted leaders whose 
perseverance has prevented a 
break-down under trying ciream- 
stances. The festival was begun 
when the population of the Prov- 
ince was small and seattered, and 
when the West had a reputation 
fer cultivating only the art of ae- 
cumulating money. It was denied 
a full meusure of support from 
some important sections because 
of quite understandable but alto 
gether regrettable local feeling. 
Having attained its sixth anniver- 
sury under these compromising 
cireumstances it is to be hoped 
and expeeted that te worst of its 
troubles are over, and that hence- 
forth it will gain steadily in pub- 
lic attention and influence. It is 
an enterprise thoroughly worthy 
of support, and if it ean be made 
to demonstrate year by year the 
best there is of musical talent in 


the Provinee, should become a 
means of effectively promoting 
the development of this talent 


among our people. A Province 
which draws population from all 
races and peoples must possess 
many citizens of excellent musical 
attainments, and must possess 
also elements of, population in

The Minister of Edueation 
raises a protest against a state- 
ment issued by the census bureau 
at Ottawa showing Alberta's 
school attendance to be lower in 
proportion to the number of chil- 
dren of school age than that of 
any other province in the Domin- 
ion, The statement claims that 
something less than fitty-five per 
cent of the children in this Prov- 
ince of school age attend school. 
Making full allowance for the 
children resident in new districts 
where schools have not yet been 
established, this calculation will 
be put down as manifest non- 
sense by everyone at all familiar 
with the conditions. Where the 
Ottawa calculators got their in- 
formation it would be interesting 
to learn. From the appearances 
they must have got it from an 
imagination superheated by a de- 
sire to show that the Roblin Gov- 
ernment is not as callously indif- 
ferent to education as it is ¢om- 
monly reputed to be. To prevent 
further miscaleulations of the 
kind, it might be well for the 
Provincial authorities to do the 
counting for themselves hereafter,

The feature of yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings was the explanation of 
the C.N.R. proposals by the 
Prime Minister and the objee- 
tions taken to them by one of his 
supporters, EF, W. Nickle, of 
Kingston. For some time there 
have been rumors that there 
would be opposition from their 
own supporters to the Govern- 
ment’s action, but it was seareely 
expected that the opposition 
would take such pronounced form 
as it did. Nickle was evidently 
out to fight the proposals to a fin- 
ish, and on grounds that the Gov- 
erninent will find diffiulty in con- 
troverting. Niekle is a compara- 
tively young man, the first Con- 
servative représentative of Kings- 
ton in the Dominion House since 
the death of Sir John Macdonald. 
He formerly sat in the Ontario 
Howse, His capture of the con- 
stitueney for the Dominion after 
having represented it in the local 
indicates either character or abil- 
ity or both; and since he has oe- 
cupied a seat in Parliament— 
that is, since 1911—his course has 
indicated both character and abil- 
ity. In opinion he might be 
classed as a Radical Conservative, 
tlrat is, holding radical principles 
but in political association with 
the Conservative party, On the 
revision of the Bank Act last year 
he took strong ground against 
the extension of bankers’ privi- 
leges by the bill, Already at this 
session he ceclared against the 
proposal to recoup the depositors 
of the Farmers Bank. His state- 
ment of his position on the Cana- 
dian Northern aid was clear cut. 
Ile objected to the proposed 
partnership on the ground that 
Mackenzie and Mann were not to 
be trusted, and that they were 
exercising an undue authority in 
Canadian politics. He favored 
Government ownership of the sys- 
tem rather than a partnership 
with Mackenzie and Mann in 
which they retained control, 

Bennett, of Calgary, is expect- 
ed to also oppose the resolutions, 
and the names 4f several other 
members on the Government side 
are mentioned as possible oppo- 
nents, 

Aside froim the merits of the 
question, it appears to be the fact 
that the repressive tacties of the 
master of the adininistration ex- 
ercised so strongly ever since the 
Government took office is having 
its natural affect. Having been 
instructed that party loyalty re- 
quires that they shall: eliminate 
themselves from Parliamentary 
diseussion they have decided that 
that being the condition it is so 
uch the worse for party loyglty.

suggestion that Mackenzie and 
Mann had milked the enterprise 
during construction; that their 
only return was the ownership of 
the stock, and of this they were 
handing over $40,000,000 to the 
Government in consideration of 
the guarantee, 

Sir Wilfrid Lauricr agreed that 
it would be unfortunate if the 
Canadian Northern became in- 
solvent er was unable to complete 
its enterprise, but he did not con- 
sider that the arrangement made 
by the Government was provident 
or well conceived. While the 
Premier had said that the com- 
pany could not mect their liabili- 
ties, two paragraphs of the resolu- 
tion required that they should 
meet eertain of their” liabilities, 
He could not understand how at 
one and the same time they were 
able to pay and unable to pay, 
Going through the resolutions, he 
criticized them at various points, 
but took particular exception to 
the fact that while there was a 
grouping of the numerous inter- 
ests there was no amalgamation, 
and, therefore, no single respons: 
ibility. The resolutions of the 
Government from start to finish 
were unacceptable to the Opposi- 
tion, but he took speeiai objection 
to the fact that while the Domin- 
ion Goverrment was contributing 
so largely to the interests of the 
company it did not secure con- 
trol, Last year when the Cana- 
dian Northern applied for assist- 
ance it was stated that that would 
be positively their last applica- 
tien. This year the same state- 
ment is made, and there is no as- 
surance that it is any more cor- 
rect than the statement of last 
year. The security given was 
illusory. He said: ‘‘If we are 
going into partnership with the 
Canadian Northern Railway we 
should be the master, not the ser- 
vaut.’’ ‘ 

Mr. Meighen, Solicitor-General, 
who acted for the Government in 
the preparation of the resolution, 
made the principal argument in 
their support. The strong part 
of his argument was the fact that 
the Government had taken every 
possible security for the guaran- 
tee to be given; and contrasted 
this-acticu of the present Govern- 
ment with the action of the late 
Government in the security that 
they had taken. It cannot be 
suid, however, that his argument 
was strong on that point, for 
while the former Government 
tock u first mortgage on what was 
then a solvent institution, the 
present Government was taking a 
second, third or fourth mortgage 
on what was udimittedly a bank- 
rupt concern, unless the Govern- 
ment cume to its rescue. Com- 
paring the security taken by the 
late Government for the guaran- 
tee of $35,000,000 on the line from 
Montreal to Port Arthur with the 
proposed guarantee of $45,000,000 
on the whole system, he said that 
if this guarantee were only made 
applicable to the five thousand 
miles of Prairie lines of the Cana- 
dian Northern system it would 
not bring the total guarantees per 
mile on those lines up to the 
umount that the late Government 
had guaranteed on the line from 
Fort William to Port Arthur, He, 
however, negleeted to point out 
that the actual cost of many of 
the Prairie lines would be con- 
siderably less than the amount of 
guarantee that he had estimated. 
A rather startling statement was 
contained in his exposition, It 
was that the reason why amalga- 
mation of the various lines in the 
Canadian Northern system did 
not take place was because it was 
considered advisable to leave the 
company free to drop off any 
branches that might not be con- 
sidered profitable, This declara- 
tion will cause the Governments 
of the Prairie Provinces to sit up

The Daily Mail thinjs Mrs. Parnell 
has’ rendered a sorry device to her 
second husband's memory, while the 
Express ays that “the story Is a tragic 
and, pitiful revelation of the dragging 
aowh of an idol ,the telling of a story 
Which should never have been told.

The evidence 
developed no surprises, For the 
third time on the stand since the 
death of his wife, Charles Miloerd 
detailed the story of his discovery of 
the fragments of bone and flesh and 
stains of blood left after his wife's 
remains had been partly burned, His 
examination is likely to last all day 
Tuesday.
